; ant cushions, Small children, even 


if they can swim, should wear 
life preservers from the moment 
they step aboard. And keep them 
on, Children can tumble over- 
board and boats can capsize, 

Small boats should be entered 
at the ends only, Coble advised. 
Stepping in the middle can tip or 
swamp a boat. So can standing 
up, particularly in canoes and 
rowboats. So, stay seated while 
afloat. Ande never dive out of a 
small boat. For swimming, slide 
over the side and climb back in 
over the end. 

Most small boats will float even 
when capsized and can support 
several persons. Don’t risk swim- 
ming to shore if your boat over- 
tunrns. Remain calm and hang 
on. Sooner or later another boat 
is bound to come along and pick 
you up. 

Water skiing, skin and SCUBA 
diving also have large followings 
in this area. These, Coble said, 
are sports you shouldn’t even con- 
sider unless you're a good, swim- 
mer. If you're planning to take 
up skin or SCUBA diving, get a 
medical checkup first to find out 
whether you can take underwater 
swimming. Not everyone can. 
Learning how to dive is easy 
enough, but don’t try it 
you've had training by a quali- 
fied instructor.
